However, notwithſtanding ſo remarkable a change of circum- 
ſtances, the enemy are ſtill in poſſeſſion of two cities, of which 
they have made themſelves ers, in a manner as unex 
as inconceivable z and in this way they conſtantly have it in their 
power to excite uneaſineſs in this Province. Their High Mighti 
neſſes, therefore, find themſelves obliged to demand with earneſt- 
neſs, that the ſuccour of the Britiſh troops and veſſels which; has 
already reached the Republic, as well as that which is immediately 
expected, may not be withdrawn before the complete evacuation 
of the frontiers of the State; and that in every caſe this ſuccour, 
united to the forces of the Republic, may ſerve to purſue. the 
common enemy, and to act ulteriorly againſt them. 

Their High Mightineſſes ſeize on this occaſion to give to his 
Britannic Majeſty, and to the other amicable Powers and Allies 
of the State, the moſt ſolemn aſſurance, that they will employ 
all their means to combat an enemy, they regard not only as the 
enemy of their Republic, but alſo as the enemy of the human 
race, ſeeing that they have formed the project of deſtroying the 
happineſs of civil ſociety, by the annihilation of all the principles 
of religion, juſtice, and good order, L 

With reſpect to what re the embargo, mention of which 
is made in the above-cited Memorial, their High Mightineſſes do 
not difſemble the regret they feel, at finding themſelves in the 
indiſpenſable neceſſity of ſubjecting the commerce and navigation 
of other nations to a clog, which has not been leſs prejudicial to 
their own inhabitants. Fey will haſten to remove this obſtacle 
2s ſoon as the circumſtances ſhall permit; and they flatter them · 
ſelves that ſuch will be the caſe within the ſpace of a few days.

The Britiſh government having undertaken, by orders to the 
commanders of their armed velltls, to reſtrain generally our 
tommerce in corn and other proviſions to their own ports and 
thoſe of their friends, the inſtructions now communicated were 
immediately forwarded to our miniſter at that court, In the 
mean time ſome diſcuflions on the ſubje& took place between 
him and them—theſe are alſo laid before you; and I may expect 
to learn the reſult of his ſpecial inſtructions in time to make it 
known to the legiſlature during their preſent ſeſſion. 

Very early after the arrival of a Britiſh miniſter here, mutual 
explanations oh the execution of the treaty of peace were 
entered into with that miniſter; theſe are now laid before you for 
your information, | 

On the ſubjects of mutual intereſt between this country and 
Spain, negociations and conferences are now degrading. 'The

I. is with all the ſentiments worthy of the confidence of tho 
+ ſovercigns, his friends and allies, and with an equal return 
of confidence, that his Daniſh Majeſty has received and weighed 
the overtures of their Apoſtolic and Pruſſian Majeſties. He has 
there perceived the moſt juſt principles, and the moſt reſpectable 
ſolicitude for the happineſs and tranquillity of all Europe, evi+ 
dently threatened by the French anarchy, and by the impoſin 
| appearance of theſe deceitful but ſeducing forms, The propoſ 
ajeſ, of a perfect concert, to ſecure the general baſis of ſocial order, 
to ſet bounds to the attempts of thoſe who deſpiſe it, and to 
reſtore the French again to that proſperity which they once en- 
joyed, but which has been annihilated, cannot but flatter the King 
my maſter, If he cannot concur in it, it does not proceed from 
a difference of opinion or views; it is from reaſons founded on 
a different poſition, upon greater intereſts, upon duties which 
ought to form his law and his guide, and which do not permit 
him to liſten to his inclinations, or conſult his regrets. His Ma- 
jeſty will explain himſelf upon this head with truth, frankneſs, 
and the utmoſt cordiality. He knows that it is only thus that he 
can prove his eſteem and friendſhip to the ſovereigns to whom 
he is attached, and whoſe virtues he knows and reſpects. . 
It is no longer poſſible to be filent, or to maintain peace by 
a formidable concert. The French bave already declared war, 
The general ſyſtem of the King is the moſt perfect and impartial 
neutrality, but he cannot entirely reconcile himſelf with one of 
the belligerent parties in oppoſition to the other, by a re- union 
which has only taken place ſince the war has in reality com- 
menced, Denmark has acknowledged, as well as the deceaſed 
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Emperor and the King of Pruſſia, the conſtitution of France, 
ſince Louis XVIth has ſolemnly avowed it. There is not yet any 
direct and public proceeding. The ſovereigns who have not par. 
ticular reaſons, are not yet called to ſupport or avenge the cauſe 
of him who believes himſelf free and ſatisfied with the limitation 
of royal authority, adopted without complaint, There is a wide 
difference between neutral and diſtant powers, who have not been 
rovoked, and thoſe that have been offended, who ought to de- 
fend themſelves, who, by their engagements, their vicinity, their 
forces, their poſition in general, are under the neceſſity of taking 
à part, and beſides are able to perform a principal part without 
inconvenience. Their firſt object, and what is moſt worthy of 
them, is without doubt to preſerve their ſubjects from the dread. 
ful infection which ſpreads itſelf as the moſt active and dan 
poiſon 3 his Majeſty has prevented its progreſs by means r 
to the genius of his nation; he will not deviate from his ſyſtem. 
Denmark is beſides a maritime and commercial power, It has 
then particular meaſures to purſue, eſpecially with reſpect to a 
nation with which it is connected by a treaty of commerce, and 
which requires the moſt careful management. Its proſperity does 
not ſolely depend upon peace, but likewiſe on the opinion that it 
ſhall not be interrupted, and that there exiſts nothing which can 
have this effect; and the King cannot permit himſelf to deſtroy

His Majeſty was unwilling to delay his anſwer under a ppetext 
of conſulting with others, or waiting till he might be aſſured of 
the concert or univerſal concurrence of ſovereigns, fo difficult to 
be forefeen or imagined.

Ur necefiity ; and to prohibit the exportation from France, of a 
great number of articles of commerce; there is no daubt but 
malice, whoſe reſources in miſrepreſenting the actions and inten- 
tions of the French nation, at the preſent moment, ſeem to be 
inexhauſtible, will not fail to repr eſent thoſe necellary meaſures to 
the mexchants of neutral countries, in a light which may make 
them fearful of continuing their ſpeculations, and intercourſe of 
commerce with the ports of France, Our enemies will, no 
doubt, endeavour to perſuade them that their goods will not 
afford in the French harbours the price they bave a right to 
expect for them; and that their veſſels will not meet in the ports 
of that Republic with proper cargoes for their return, which will 
render their undertakings both dangerous and difadvantageous, 

Such calumnious repreſentations, propagated by the enemies 
of the Republic of France, are as falſe as their tendencies are 
pernicious, Fraternity amongft nations, as well as equality 
amongſt individuals, is one of the fundamental principles of the 
French Republic, The reprenfentatives of the French people, 
far from wiſhing to infulate. them, are conſtantly occupied to 
ſtrengthen the ties of the reſpective intereſts which unite France 
to other commercial nations. The intereſt of neutral nations 
is the object of their particular ſolicitude, as well as care. And 
in order to make this intereſt agree with the extraordinary mea-

REAS the underſigned Charge d' Affaires of her Im- 
perial Majeſty of all the Ruſſias, refers to the amicable and 
confidential overtures which his Excellency Count Stackelberg, 
the Ruſſian Ambaſſador, was charged to make to the Miniſters 
of his Swediſh Majeſty in the beginning of this year, and in 
concert with the Envoys of other Courts intereſted in the preſent 
war, he has the honour to declare to the ſaid miniſters, that her 


Imperial Majeſty, in conſequence of an arrangement made _ 
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his Britannic Majeſty, has reſolved to ſend out a fleet of twenty. 
five ſhips of the line, and ſome frigates, which is deſtined to 
eruiſe in the north and eaſt ſcas, to check and cut off the navi. 

tion of the French rebels, and to protect the coaſts of thoſe 
eas from their privateers and robbers, The inftruftions with 
which the commander of this fleet is provided, preſcribe to him 
to ſeize and capture all ſhips bearing the pretended French flag, 
or any other flags which they may dare to hoiſt j and to ſtop 115 
and compel all neutral ſhips bound to or freighted for France, 
according as they ſhall deem it moſt expedient, either to fail 
back, or to enter ſome neutral harbour. Aﬀter all the proofs 
which her Imperial Majeſty has given of her magnanimous and 
moſt diſintereſted care to ſecure the rights of neutral ſtates in 
time of war, by a code of maritime laws, which moſt powers 
have, by ſolemn treaties, ſealed with their approbation, ſhe 
cannot poſſibly be ſuſpected of wiſhing to infringe upon this be. 
nificent and ſalutary ſyſtem, as it is no ways applicable to the 

ent circumſtances. 

In order to prove an eſtabliſh this aſſertion, it will ſuffice to 
mention, that the uſurpers of the government in France, after 
having ſubverted all order, after having embrued their murderous 
hands in the blood of their King, have declared themſelves, by a 
ſolemn decrec, the friends and protectors of all thoſe who ſhould 
commit the ſame horrors and excefles againſt their own govern- 
ment in other ſtates z and they have not only promiſed their ſue- 
cours and every aſſiſtance, but even attacked, by force of arms, 
moſt of the adjacent powers, 

By ſo doing, they put themſelves into an immediate ſtate of 

war with all the powers of Europe; and from that period neu- 
trality could only take place where prudence required, to conceal 
the reſolution preſcribed by the general intereſt.

* the beginning of September 1793, a French veſſel entered the 
port of Genoa under the national flag. Telli, the French agent

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


AVING judged it neceſſary to embody a part of the militia 

of this kingdom, I have, in purſuance of the proviſions of 

the law, called you together within the time limited for that 

purpoſe, and it is, on every account, a great ſatisfaction to me 
to meet you in Parliament at this conjuncture. | 

I ſhould have been happy if I could have announced to you 
the ſecure and undiſturbed continuance of all the bleſſings 
which my ſubjects have derived from a ſtate of tranquillity ; but 
events have recently occurred which require our united vigilance 
and exertion, in order to preſerve the advantages which we 
have hitherto enjoyed, 

The ſeditious practices which had been in a great meaſure 
checked by your firm and explicit declaration in the laſt ſeſſion, 
and by the general concurrence of my people in the ſame ſenti- 
ments, have of late been more openly renewed, and with encreaſed 
activity. A _ of tumult and diſorder ' (the natural con- 
ſequence of ſuch practices) has ſhewn itſelf in acts of riot and 
inſurrection, which required the interpoſition of a military force 
in ſupport of the ciel magiſtrate. The induſtry employed to 
excite diſcontent on various pretexts, and in different parts 
of the kingdom, has appeared to proceed from a deſign to at- 
tempt the deſtruction of our happy conſtitution, and the ſub- 
verſion of all order and government; and this deſign bas evi- 
dently been purſued in connection and concert with perſons in 
foreign countries, 

have carefully obſerved a tri neutrality in the preſent war

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The grounds upon which his Majeſty's Miniſters have adviſed 
him to refuſe the renewal of ſome avowed public intercourſe 
with the exiſting government of France, appeared to vs neither 
juſtified by the reaſon of the _ itſelf, nor by the uſage of 
nations, nor by any expediency ariſing from the preſent ſtate of 
circumſtances. In all negociations or diſcuſhons whatſoever, of 
which peace is the real object, the appearance of an amicable 
diſpoſition, and of a readineſs to offer, and to of pacific 
explanations on both ſides, is as neceſſary and uſeful to enſure 
ſucceſs, as any arguments founded on ſtrict right. Nor can it 
be denied, that claims or arguments of any kind, urged in hoſtile 
or haughty language, however equitable or valid in themſelyes, 
are more likely to provoke than to conciliate the oppoſite party, 
Deploring as we have ever done, the melancholy event which 
has lately happened in France, it would yet have been ſome con- 
ſolation to us, to have heard that the powerful interpoſition of 
the Britiſh Nation, on this ſubject, had at leaſt been offered; 
although it ſhould unfortunately have been rejected. But in- 
ſtead of receiving ſuch conſolation from the conduct of his Ma- 
jeſty's Miniſters, we have ſeen them with extreme aſtoniſhment, 
employing, as an incentive to hoſtilities, an event which they 
made no effort to avert by negociation. This inaction they 
could only excuſe on the principle, that the internal conduct of 
nations, (whatever may be our opinion of its morality) was no 
proper ground for interpoſition and remonſtrance from Foreign 
States, a principle from which it muſt ſtill more clearly follow, 
that ſuch internal conduct could never be an admiſſible juſtify- 
ing reaſon for war. 

e cannot refrain from obſerving, that ſuch frequent alluſions 
as have been made to an event (confeſſedly no ground of rup- 
ture) ſeemed to us to have ariſen from a ſiniſter intention to de- 
rive from the humanity of Engliſhmen, popularity for meaſures 
which their deliberate judgment would have reprobated, and to 
influence the moſt virtuous ſenſibilities of his Majeſty's People, 
into a blind and furious zeal for a war of vengeance, - 

His Majeſty's faithful Commons, therefore, though always 
determined to ſupport his Majeſty with vigour and cordiality, 
in the exertions neceſſary for the defence of his kingdoms, jet 
feel that they are equally bound by their duty to his Majeſty 
and to their fellow ſubjects, to declare in the moſt ſolemn man- 
ner, their diſaprobation of the conduct of his Majeſty's Miniſters, 
throughout the whole of theſe tranſactions, a conduct which, 
in their opinion, could lead to no other termination but that to 
which it ſeems to have been ſtudioully direted—of plunging 
their country into an unneceſſary war. The calamities of ſuch 
a war muſt be aggrayated, in the eſtimation of every rational 
mind, by reſlecting on the peculiar advantages of that fortunate

bliſhed. | 

« Three attacks were formed, one upon the ſaliant angle of the 
ravelin of the horn-work, one upon the ſaliant angle of the half 
baſtion upon the right, and one upon the flèche. Nine hundred 
men were deſtined for each attack. In each of the two firſt an

advanced guard was formed of 1 50 men, followed by 300, with 
the — workmen and miners, ſupported by the reſt of the 
column.

One hundred and fifty men of the 
brigade of guards, under the command of Colonel Leigh, formed 
the advanced party. They were followed by 150 men of the bri- 
gade of the line, with an equal number of Hanoverians, com- 
manded by Lieutenant-Colonel Doyle; 1 50 Hanoverians, and 300 
Heſſians compoſed the reſt of the columa. Colonel Langerke of 
the Heſſians, and Lieutenant-Colonel Offney of the Hanoverians, 
commanded theſe troops. A detachment of the company of arti- 
kcers under Captain Sutherland, accompanied this column, and per- 
formed the duty allotted to them with great activity and reſolu- 
tion. This attack was commanded by Major-General Aber- 
2 The Auſtrian Lieutenant · General Erbach commanded 
the whole. 

« The {pringing of the globes of compreſſion was the ſignal 
for the attack. f theſe there were three; one towards the ſa- 
liant angle of the ravelin, one towards that of the half baſtion 
upon the right, and one betwixt theſe two. They were ſprung 
at ſhort intervals from one another; the firſt at nine o'clock. 
The two columns upon he left advanced with the utmoſt ala- 
crity, ruſhing out from the ſap, which had been carried the pre- 
ceding night to within a very ſmall diſtance of the creſt of the 
glacis. The enemy were almoſt inſtantaneoufly driven from the 
covered-way. They abandoned the horn-work, and as it after- 
wards appeared, all the out-works of the place. The miners de- 
ſcended into the ditch, and got poſſeſſion of thoſe of the enemy's 
mines, which had eſcaped the effects of the globes of com- 
preſſion. They were found loaded, and ſeveral of the miners 
were taken, Gur fougaſs was ſprung, but happily without oc- 
calioning any loſs. The horn-work was entered by the gorge. 
The probability of this had been foreſeen; but it was reckoned 
uſeleſs to attempt a lodgement, for want of proper communica- 
tion, and indeed nearly impoſſible to effect it. The original or- 
ders given for this caſe were, therefore, to ſpike the guns and re- 
tire, A paſſage being however diſcovered, which went under 
ground from the ditch into the work, and no enemy appearing in 
the counter-garde, which immediately overlooks it, to _—_— 
the workmen, it was determined by his Royal Highneſs to take 
the advantage of the moment.

tate a retreat, as to neglect breaking down the wooden bridges 
over which the artillery was to paſs. That, on the 18th, the 
French encamped on the right bank of the Zorn, a ſmall river 
which runs through Brumpt, but on perceiving ſome interval 
between General Mezaros's advanced corps, conliſting of about 
6000 men, and the other columns of thc army, they eroſſed the 
river, and attacked him with their whole force, in the evident 
expeQation of turning his flank, and cutting him off from the 
reſt of the army. The action laſted ſeven hours; but upon per- 
ceiving the reſt of the Auſtrian army move forward, the French 
re croſſed the river, and evacuated the heights and town of 
Brumpt, of which the Auſtrians took poſſeſſion. The loſs on 
the part of the French is eſtimated at about 800 men, and that 
of the Auſtrians nearly half that number, in killed and wounded. 
That the Prince of Waldeck had advanced with his corps from 
Seltz, and marching along the banks of the Rhine. That he had 
compelled the ſurrender of Druzenheim, and, after having driven 
in the garriſon of Fort Louis, with ſome loſe, had inveſted the 
place. That in the courſe of the night, the French had aban» 
doned their former polition on the Zorn, and retreated, under 
the cannon of Straſburg, That General Wurmſer was at the 
diſtance of nine Engliſh Miles from that place. 

In addition to the accounts already publiſhed of the forcing of 
the lines ok Weiſſembourg and Louterbourg, it appears that the 
Auſtrian army had beetween ſeven and eight hundred men killed 
and wounded ; and that the loſs of the French amounted to be- 
tween three and four thouſand men killed, from five to ſix 
hundred priſoners, and twenty-ſix pieces of cannon, with their 
ammunition waggons and horſes. The retreat of the French, 

on this occaſion, was greatly favoured by a thick fog.

A de- 
tachment from the corps of Major-General Otto, poſted by 
Denain, marched ahout the ſame time, formed in four columns 
in faqilar order, that the town might be attacked at once upon 
all ſides. The latter troops were diſcovered by the enemy's out- 
poſts, and prevented from penetrating by the oppoſition which 
they met with. Thoſe under General Kray, one column of 
which advanced upon the high road from Orchies, and the 
two others upon the left of it, got, about two o'clock in the 
morning, within a ſhort diſtance of the town before they were 
perceived. . | 

6 The volunteers at the head of the column, which was upon 
the road, fell in with a picquet about 200 yards from the gate, 
which they ſurpriſed, killed the greater part of it, and purſued 
the reſt ſo clokly, that they entered the place along with them. 
The troops in the town made little reſiſtance. After being driven 
from the market place, where they had at firſt affembled, they 


retreated to-a convent near it, They there propoſed terms of 


capitulation, which General Kray conſented to, as they ſurren- 
dered priſoners of war, with the ſole condition of the officers 
being permitted to wear their ſwords. | 

« There are 1629 priſoners, officers included, moſt of them 
troops of the line.

« My Lord, in conſequence of the information I had the ho- 
nour to ſend your Lordſhip yeſterday forenoon, and the repeated 
applications which I had received from the Committee af War 
and Safety, I thought proper to ſend out a patrole towards 
Ollouiles, to reconnoitre the enemy and to examine their force ; 
at the ſame time I ordered 300 Britiſh, and the ſame number of 
Spaniſh troops, to be under arms, and | directed the Committee 
of War to furniſh a proportion of their beſt troops, and ſix pieces 
of cannon, with ammunition and Waggons, to be in readineſs. 
About three o'clock the patrole returned with ſome peaſants, 
who had been wounded by the enemy's dragoons, who informed 
me that certain troops of Carteaux were poſted at Senary and 
Ollouiles, about five miles from hence, to the amount of 600 men, 
with ten pieces of cannon, and a few cavalry: I inſtantly 
marched out with the Britiſh and Spaniſh troops, taking the 
road to Ollouiles, having four guides along with me, belonging to 
that place, and having left direQions that the French troops, with 
the cannon, &c. ſhould inſtantly follow. On the road I met woun- 
ded peaſants, who informed me that their whole force was now 
poſted in Ollouiles. When we approached within half a mile of 
that place, 1 obſerved a party of the enemy endeavouring to gain 
an eminence on our right, I detached Captains Haddbn and 
Wemys, of the 11th regiment of foot, to prevent this, and to 
advance with their parties, keeping poſſeſſion of the high grounds, 
and ſent Lieutenant Knight with a party of the fame regiment, 
on the like ſervice, to the left, both of which duties were admi- 
rably executed. I then advanced with the Aide-du-Camp to 
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reconnoitre the enemy's ſituation, and found they were poſted 
in the village of Ollouiles, upon the fide of a fteep hill, a deep 
ravine in their front, with a ſtone bridge over it, defended with 
two pieces of cannon, and the windows filled with muſquetry ; 
about 200 yards farther up the hill, at a ruinous caſtle, there werd 
two inoce pieces of cannon, and the walls of the vineyards lined 
with mulquetry, It was now half paſt ſix in the evening, with- 
out any appearance of the French troops or the cannon from 
Toulon; it became therefore neceſſary, either to attack immedi- 
ately or r.tire; | preferred the former, and ordered the flanking 
party to keep up an inceſſant firing upon the cannon at the bridge; 
I then ordered the coll umn, under cover of a ſtone wall, cautiouſly to 
advance within 200 yards, and then, being open to the fire of the 
enemy, to ruſh forward, which was executed under a very fevers 
fire ; when the enemy inſtantly abandoned their poſts on all quar- 
ters, leaving us in poſſeſſion of their cannon, horſes, und ammu- 
nition, two ſtand of colours, drums, &c. They were purſued 
up a very ſteep hill to the farther end of the village. It was now 
become nearly dark, and the ammunition was expended, which 
induced me to order the troops to occupy the eminence, as we

Captain Moacrief, 
of the 11th, Commandant of the Britiſh troops, headed the co» 
lumn with a degree of intrepidity worthy of imitation ; and Don 
Monteiro, Commandant of the Spaniſh troops, conducted himſelf 
with equal valour. But the credit of the day was chiefly derived 
from the great exertion and gallant behaviour of Captain Douglts 
Town Major of Toulon; and it is with grief I add, that he was 
mortally wounded, and is ſince dead; in my mind, the King's 
ſervice has ſuſtained a great loſs.

« The poſt of Faron being the point at which the enemy de- 
termined to make an attempt to render themſelves maſters of 
Toulon, they carried their deſiga into execution on the night of 
the 30th of September. The piquet of 60 men, being driven 
from the Pas de la Malque about day break, retired to the re- 
doubt of Faron, which they found abandoned by the Spaniſh 
rarriſon that had been placed in it. The enemy ſome time after 
took poſſeſſion of the redoubt, and of the whole ſummit of 
this almoſt inacceſſible mountain. By the poſſeſſion of the re- 
toubt of Faron their communication was open with La Valette, 
nd with La Garde, where the head quarters of General Gar- 
lane are eſtabliſhed ; from both which places they received con- 
iderable reinforcements. The Fort of Faron, which is below 
the redoubt, having made the ſignal of being preſſed by the ene- 
ny, and in want of immediate ſuccour, Governor Elphinſtone 
alded Captain Torriano, with 92 men of the zoth regiment, to 
the garriſon of that poſt. 

At about ſeven o'clock in the morning of the 1ſt of Octo- 
der, the report came to Toulon, that the enemy were in poſſeſ- 
fon of the whole ſummit of the mountain of Faron. The ab- 
flute neceſſity of an immediate attack of this poſt being obvi- 
ous, the moſt practicable means of regaining the ſummit of 
the mountain, in the face of an enemy, who were hourly re- 
eziving reinforcements, and who were prepared for their defence, 
became the only ſubject of diſſcuſſion.

e coJumn of General Gravina gained the top of the m 850 
k n after us, without having met with any reſiſtance, Captain 
Reet who led the ri ht diviſion of my column, puſhed acroſs 
the mountain, and poll ſſed himſelf of the Pas de la Maſque, 
which had been abandoned by the enemy. The top of the moun- 
tain of Faton is interſected by a ſucceſſion of tranſverſal heights, 
of ſteep aſcent from the weſt, and riſing ſucceſſively. to the taſt- 
ernmoſt extremity of the mountain, w * the redoubt of Faron 
is placed.

The rock to the north, on the right of the poſition 
taken by theenem my, ends in a precipice above the Vollon de Fa- 
vieres; the ground which lay between the right of the enemy aud 
the column under my command is a low ridge, forming the nat- 
row head of a deep valley, which deſcends to the ſouthward,

the flat ſummit of an interior ridge of the mountain, di

% The enemy were formed in a line on the front of the emi · 
nence, and within muſquet-ſhot of our poſition, In front of the 
right of the enemy's principal line, and on the creſt of the ridge 
which forms the head of the valley, they had an advanced guard 
of about 50 men; in the rear of their right flank, which did not 
reach up to the precipice, a body of about 200 men were placed 
en echellon. A conſiderable body was placed en potence behind 
the left of their line ; and in front of their left was placed an 
advanced guard, fimilar to that on the right ; in the rear, half 
way between the redoubt and the firſt line, a ſtrong column, was 
placed in reſerve; and the parapet of the redoubt was lined with 
men.

the deep part of the valley, and that there was a defect in the 


diſpoſition of the enemy's left, I went to the right, to commu- 
nicate my obſervations to General Gravina; and it was then 
agreed that the corps under the command of that General ſhould 
deſcend, by its right, into the valley, and march, under cover 
of the aſcent on the left of the enemy, to attack them on that 
flank, which they had injudiciouſly placed upon the extreme ſum- 
mit of the hill, ſo as not to have the command of the whole def- 
cent, as they might have had by placing themſelves little below the 
brow, It was agreed alſo, th 32 column under my —

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mand, ſhould endeavour to attract the attention of the enem 
during this movement, and that when General Gravina ſhould 
have attained a certain point, ſhould move forward, and the ge. 
neral attack be made. On my return to the left (General Gra- 
vina having already begun his movements) I introduced my whole 
'force to the view of the enemy. The operation anſwcred to our 
utmoſt wiſh. The enemy marched reinforcements to the right 
of their line, and appeared in expectation of an immediate attack 
from my column. During this period General Gravina pro- 
ceeded down the valley, and came unperceived up the fide of the 
hill occupied by the enemy ; the line of march round this ſteep 
and rocky aſcent being explored, with infinite intrepidity and 
judgment, by. Serjeant Moreno, of the Spaniſh marines, and 
three ſoldicrs of his corps, to within piſtol-ſhot of the enemy's 
line. The whole creſt of the mountain of Faron being a hard 
grey rock without vegetation, and in ſome parts broken into 
ſharp and looſe pieces, which render walking very difficult, the 
march of General Gravina's column was neceſſarily low, As 
ſoon as he had got to the point agreed upon, the Britiſh of my 
column, led by Captain Moncrief, of the 11th regiment, and 
preceded by Thomas Grahain, Eſq. of Balgeroon (a gentleman 
of independent fortune, who was attracted at Toulon, by the 
extraordinary event of its being in our poſſeſſion, to whold abi- 
lities on many occaſions here, and to whoſe diſtinguiſhed and 
exemplary gallantry on this occaſion, the ſervice has been in- 
finitely indebted) and the Piedmonteſe chaſſeuts, led by Lieute- 
nant- Colonel the Chevelier de Revel, advanced in two columns; 
ſupported by the Piedmonteſe granadiers, under Colonel the 
Count de Forax, the ridge being too narrow to admit of a line. 
A very heavy fire from the greateſt part of the enemy's line 
checked our progreſs for a ſhort period at ſomewhat leſs than halt 
the way, between the ground from which we had advanced and 
the enemy's poſt. Here a continued fire was kept up between 
the enemy and the Britiſh and Piedmonteſe troops, under every 
diſadvantage on our part of a moſt expoſed and confined fituation. 
The column of General Gravina in the mean time advanced in 
excellent order, under cover of the hill; the two companies of 
Piedmonteſe Chaſſæurs, with the Neapolitan granadiers and Spa. 
nith troops, advanced with a regular progreſs, and well-ſupported 
fire, towards the leſt of the enemy's line, whilſt the detachment 
from Fort Faron, under Colonel Comte del Porto, recommenced 
their attack, which they made a real one, inſtead of a mere di- 
verſion, as at firſt intended, Ar this inſtant the advanced part 
» of General Gravina's column having nearly gained the brow of 
the hill, I perceived the left of the enemy's line begin to waver 
and crowd together, and ordered the Britiſh and Piedmonteſe un- 
der my command to ruſh forward, which they did with the . 
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enemy, which, however, was of very ſhort duration, for the 
whole line of the enemy, with their different corps of reſerve 
(400 of their troops having abandoned the redoubt before the 
concluſion. of the aQion) were thrown into confuſion, and the 
rout became general ; ſeveral were killed in the purſuit, but a 
very conſiderable number indeed were deſtroyed by preſſing each 


other over the precipice in their flight; 75 of their dead were 


collected, without deſeending into the valley to which they fell 
from the precipice. An officer and 60 priſoners, were taken ; 
and, by accounts ſince received from deſerters, but one quarter 
of their original number have rejoined their forces. The moſt 
moderate calculation upon the accounts of the priſoners and de- 
ſerters, ſtates their numbers to have been from 1800 to 2000 men, 
all troops of the line, aud the flower of La Bar's army. Our 
loſs has been inconfiderable, compared with the difficulty apd, ha- 


zard of the enterprize. I have to regret the loſs of Lieutenant 


the Chevalier Fabar, of the Piedmonteſe Chaſſeurs, a gallant, 
active, and intelligent young officer, who was killed at the com- 
mencement of the firſt attack made by my column. The whole 
army heard with regret that General Gravina, in the courſe © 

his able and ſpirited exertions at the head of the Neopolitan gre- 
nadiers, received a wound in the leg, which obliged him to retire 
from the field. Iam happy however to add, that the wound is 
not likely to be attended wich any ſerious conſequences : his place 
was ably ſupplied by the courage and conduct of Brigadier-Ge- 
neral Chevalier Squierdo and Prince Pignatelli. I encloſe a liſt 
of the kifled and wounded of the different nations ; the chief loſs 
has fallen upon the column under my command, from the very 
expoſed ſituation in which the attack was neceſſarily made, and 
where the Britiſh and Piedmonteſe troops juſtified the mutual 
confidence which each ſeemed to repoſe in the ſteady ſupport of 
the other. Indeed, Sir, 1 ſhould do injuſtice were | to parti- 
cularize any corps or any nation, where all were fo equally me- 
ritorious, not only in the intrepid firmneſs with which the whole 
of this brave body of men encountered the dangers of a difficult 
and almoſt deſperate attempt; but for the patient fortitude alſo, 
with which they bore hunger, thirſt, and fatigue, the troops 
having received only a ſmall portion of bread at the time they 
marched from out of the town, and being (from the want of ne- 
ceſſary ſupplies at Toulon) without canteens, no officer or ſoldier 
had a drop of water to refreſh him during the ſpace of 12 hours, 
in a laborious march up precipices ſuppoſed inacceſſible, and over 
rugged rocks, expoſed to the heat of a —_— ſun, refleQed 
ſtrongly by the nature of the ground. I can only ſay, that tha 
mutual eſteem and applauſe which the troops of the different na:

Generals Squlerde and Pignatelli, being of 
the ſame opinion with me, we proceeded on the road to LA Val 
lette, — 290 men with two eighteen-pounders in that vil- 
lage — e protection of the guns of Fort-Faron) to maſk 
the Vallon de Favieres, and prevent the enemy from ſending re- 
inforcements by that paſs from their ports at Touris and Reveſt, 
At the commencement of our march, the enemy expected an at- 
tack, and drew up their force; as we proceeded, they appeared in 
ſome degree of hurry and confuſion, and at length quitted their 
poſt to march towards La Garde, Unfortunate from an error 
of the guide, the Spaniſh troops which led the column, were car» 
ried beyond the point at which they ſhould bave gained the Hau- 
teurs de Thouars; and. when the rear diviſion of the column, 
compoſed of the Britiſh and Piedmonteſe troops, which was to 
have formed the left of the line, arrived at the foot of the hill, 
we found the advance formed with the right to the Hauteurs, 
and their left extending towards La Vallette. I immediately 
marched the Britiſh and Piedmonteſe troops to the top of the 
Hauteurs de Thouars, taking the right for our poſition; the Spaniſh 
and part of the Neapolitan troops came up on our left; Brigadier» 
General Pignatelli remaining with 350 men, to keep up the com- 
munication with the corps poſted at La Vallette. It was with 
great regreat, that I perceived the enemy (who had preſſed their 
march rapidly) entering La Garde at the moment we poſſeſſed 
ourſelves of 43 Hauteurs de Thouars. By the activity and ex- 
ertion of Colonel Minichini, of the Albaneſe Neapolitan corps, 


and Captain Collier, of the Britiſh artillery, we got our field- 
pieces to the top of the hills, through very ſteep and difficult paſ- 


ſages. The enemy made various movements, but without at- 
tempting any thing more than a cannonade from La Garde, which 
we returned, and diſmounted one of their guns. When night 
ſet in, they began to remove, with their — towards Hieres. 
I ſent males. a patrole, under Captain Moncrief, of the 31th 
regiment, conſiſting of 100 Britiſh troops, a company of Pied- 
monteſe grenadiers, and the grenadier company of the Spaniſh 
Swiſs regiment of Betchar, to find whether they had evacuated 
La Garde.

Regiment of Foot, commanded by Captain Duncan Campbell, 
and of a detachment of the Royal Artillery, commanded by 
Lieutenant Lemoine, were the principal means of repulſing the

The enemy, from the corroborating accounts of different de- 
ſerters, are ſaid to have loſt in this attack about 600 men, killed 
and wounded, Our loſs, including the Spaniards, Neapolitane, 
and Sardinians, amounted only to 61.

« Knowing that General Dundas has ſent you an official ac- 
count of the unfortunate action of yeſterday, and that Lord 
Hood has alſo written on the ſame ſubject, you will not expect a 
relation of it from me. I cannot, however, loſe the opportu- 


vity which the meſſenger affords, of laying, that by the unani- 
ed 


mous teſtimony of thoſe who either witn the action, or were 
acquainted — the plan, there never was an occaſion on which 
the diſpoſitions were made with greater ability and judgement, 
or executed, as long as the orders were complied with, in a more 
gallant or ſpirited manner by the troops. It is a real conſola- 
tion to know that the courage of the Britiſh was conſpicuous 
from 8 of the 4 to the end, and that an exceſs 
in that quality was the true and only cauſe of the miſcar- 
riage. It is much to be regretted that General O'Hara was, on 
every occaſion, ſo prodigal of his perſon; but the misfortune 
which; has befallen him, and the ſevere loſs which the ſervice ſuſ- 
tains by his capture, cannot be aſcribed even to this honourable 
fault ; for he did not himſelf aſcend the battery till it was poſ- 
ſefled by our troops, and there was reaſon to ſuppoſe the object 
of the Fo had been obtained.

On Beard the Victory. Hieres Bay, Dec. 21, 1793. 


SIR, a 
In my letter of the 12th inſtant I had the honour to acquaint 
you, that from the goth of November to that time no particular 
event had taken place, and that the fire of the enemy was leſs 
frequent. During this period they were daily receiving rein- 
forcements from every quarter, and. both fides were buſily em- 
ployed, we in ſtrengthening our poſts, and the enemy in eſta- 
bliſhing new batteries againſt Cape Brun and Malbouſquet, but 
principally againſt Fort Mulgrave, on the Heights of Balaguier. 
From all concurring accounts of deſerters, and others, the 
enemy's army was now between 30,009 and 40,000 men, and 
an attack upon our poſts was to be daily expected. Theſe from 
their eſſential, though detached, ſituations, had been ſeverally 
ſtrengthened in the proportion their circumſtances required, ha- 


ving ſuch central force in the town as was deemed neceſſary for 


its immediate guard, and for affording a degree of ſuccour to 
any point that might be more particularly attacked, 

For the complete defence of the town and its extenſive harbour, 
we had long been obliged to occupy a circumference of at leaſt 
fifteen miles, by eight principal poſts, with their ſeveral inter- 
mediate dependent ones; the greateſt part of theſe were merely 
of a temporary nature, ſuch as our means allowed us to con- 
ſtruct; and, of our force, which never exceeded 12,000 men 
bearing firelocks, and compoſed of five different nations and lan- 
guages, near goco were placed in or ſupporting thoſe poſts, and 
about 3000 remained in the town. 

On the 16th, at half paſt two o'clock in the 22 the ene- 
my, who had before fired from three batteries on Fort Mulgrave, 
now opened two new ones, and continued a very heavy cannon- 
ade and bombardment on that poſt till next morning. T he works 
ſutfored much. The number of men killed and diſabled was 
conſiderable, The weather was rainy, and the conſequent ta- 
tigue great, 37 ö 

At two o'clock on the morning of the 17th the enemy, who 
had every advantage in aſſembling and ſuddenly advancing, at- 
tacked the fort in great force. Ilthoughi no part of this tem- 

rary poſt was ſuch as could well reſiſt determined troops, yet, 

or a conſiderable time, it was defended ; but, on the enemy en- 
tering on the Spaniſh ſide, the iritiſh quarter, commanded by 
Captain Connolly of the 18th regiment, could not be much lon-

When the firing at halaguier ceaſed, we remained in anxious 
ſuſpence as to the event till a liztle before day light, when a new

Colonel Braithwaite has the honour and happineſs to announce 
to the gallant army under his command the news of the ſurrender 
of Pondichery, on terms dictated by himſelf; terms, which he 
flatters himſelf muſt ever remain as a memorial to the French na- 
tion, that no ſuperiority of fire, no advantage of circumſtances,, 
no miſconduct of an enemy, will cauſe a Britiſh Commander to 
deviate from that humanity, which is the diſtinguiſhing charac- 
teriſtic of a brave nation. | 

He has ſpared the whole garriſon and the properties of indi. 
viduals, which the rigid law of arms would have juſtified him in 
treating otherwiſe, He has ſpared an enemy that continued to 
act offenſively and deſtructively while unmoleſted, but who ſunk 
under the firſt impreſſions of his ſuperior force, Actuated by the 
ſame ſentiments, he has no doubt but that the whole of the army 
under his command will conſider their infatuated and unfortunate 
priſoners entitled (being now their priſoners) to their moſt hu- 
mane attention. 

It is not neceſſary for him, at this time of day, to give to 
this ſo eminently diſtinguiſhed army any orders on that head; 
the generals under whom they have ſerved have taught them 
that an enemy conquered is at enemy no more; and he is con- 
vinced that the Britiſh troops, about to garriſon Pondichery as 
conquerors, or about to take charge of French priſoners, will 
convince both the inhabitants and their priſoners, that they can 
be as orderly, generous and humane, in the diſcharge of theſe 
duties, as they have been active and brave in the duties of the 
trenches. | 

To a chearful, unanimous and zealovs perſt verance in their ſe- 
veral duties, and to their eſtabliſhed character for bravery, muſt
